NOTICE OF DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA CHESAPEAKE BAY PHASE 2 DRAFT 

WATERSHED IMPLEMETATION PLAN  

 

 

The District of Columbia has prepared a Phase 2 Draft Watershed Implementation Plan (WIP) 

for the Chesapeake Bay Total Maximum Daily Load (TMDL).  This Draft WIP is being made 

available to the public for comment.  The TMDL was issued for nutrients and sediment for all 

impaired segments in the tidal portion of the Chesapeake Bay watershed in December 2010.  The 

Phase 2 WIP outlines actions taken by local partners which will help the District meet its water 

quality goals.
